Paula said they had driven back 
to the hotel from a nearby bar 
when Kerr started “ranting and 
raving’, accusing her of earlier 
looking at another man. 

Last night, she said: “He just kept 
battering my head off the steering 
wheel. I could taste blood and feel 
blood on my face from a cut above 
my eyebrow. I have the scar and 
there was bruising behind my ear: 

When Kerr came into reception, 
he insisted he was calm and Paula 
agreed to go to their room, largely 
out of her concern for her pet dog, 
which was inside. 

But she claims as soon as they 
were out of sight of staff, Kerr 
dragged her by the hair along the 
hotel corridor. 

The summary of evidence given 
to lawyers describes how police 
had noted staff heard him wrecking 


the room and Paula screaming. 

A staff member entered the 
room and saw him tower over her, 
yanking her arm as she cowered. 

Paula said: “When we were in 
the room, he had me by the neck, 
throttling me over the bath and he 
smashed up the bathroom. 

The hotel manager called police 
and they asked Paula over the phone 
if she wanted to make a statement 
and accepted when she refused. 

In the meantime, officers took 
Kerr away without speaking to 
Paula. 

The next morning, she attended 
the local hospital's accident and 
emergency and medics noted she 
had been physically assaulted and 
she was bruised and injured. 

Police released Kerr a few hours 
after his arrest to appear at court 
ina month. He was waiting for Paula 
when she got off the ferry at 5pm. 

They returned home and he 
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assaulted her in the coming month, 
which she reported to police. He was 
charged with offences including 
pushing her head into his lap, 
twisting her arm and preventing 
her from leaving her home. 

Kerr pled guilty to the Paisley 
offences but the court accepted 
not guilty pleas on all the charges 
relating to alleged assaults and 
criminal damage in Mull. 

Paula accepts she had refused to 
co-operate with the prosecution and 
claims she was coerced by Kerr to 
complain to police about his arrest. 

At Paisley Sheriff Court, Kerr was 
given a community payback order, 
which included not being in Paulas 
vicinity “other than inadvertently’, 
as well as compulsory attendance 
at a Relate Choose to Change 
programme, alcohol counselling 
and 275 hours of unpaid community 
work. 

Paula said: “David is a dangerous 
man but his violence has not been 
taken seriously. Will someone have 
to die before something is done 
about him?”

Priest risked life to save art 


A BRAVE priest praised for 
comforting the dying in the 
Bataclan terror attacks became the 
hero of Notre-Dame, going into the 
burning cathedral to save priceless 
artefacts. 

Jean-Marc Fournier, 53, saved the 
Blessed Sacrament and the Crown of 
Thorns as flames engulfed the building 
in Paris on Monday. 

An emergency services source said 
yesterday: “Hes an absolute hero. He 
showed no fear. 

Firefighters formed a human chain to 
rescue hundreds of other items. 

In 2015, Father Fournier ran into the 
Bataclan music venue, where Isis 
terrorists murdered 89 people, to pray 
over the dead and comfort the injured. 

French police have opened an 
investigation into the Notre-Dame fire, 
questioning craftsmen from Le Bras 
Freres, a firm of “cathedral restorers’, to 
establish how it started. 

Paris public prosecutor Remy Heitz 
said his office was “favouring the theory 
of an accident’. 

But he had assigned 50 people 
to work on what he believed would 
be a “long” and “complex” 
investigation. 

It was reported that the 
high altar, installed in 
1989, was the only 
piece of architecture 
inside the building

that was damaged. It was hit by the 
cathedrals spire when it came crashing 
down in the flames. 

Three “irreplaceable” rose windows 
which date to the 13th century, at first 
feared to have exploded, are intact.

In a furious letter to Defence 
Secretary Gavin Williamson, she said 
bullying was an “open, dirty secret” 
in the forces, with defence chiefs 
“sweeping uncomfortable truths 
under the carpet in order to bolster 
a good PR image’ . 

The head of the British Army 
issued a stark warning to troops last 
week that he will not tolerate violent 
or sexual criminal behaviour after “a 
series of exceptionally serious 
allegations’ against soldiers. 

In an outspoken broadcast, Chief 
of the General Staff, General Sir Mark 
Carleton-Smith, said criminality 
among servicemen is “downright 
unacceptable” and “damaged the 
reputation’ of the Army. 

That warning came after it 
emerged six soldiers were arrested 
by military police over allegations of 
a sexual assault on a 17-year-old 
female soldier. 

In an emotional letter to 
Williamson, Susan wrote: “Our son 
was out life, our love. 

“We have had our lives ripped 
apart when he died. 

“We have to keep going for his sake 
and for the rest of our family but we 
will not rest while bullying continues 
on this massive scale: 

An inquest in 2012 ruled that 
Susans son Robert was struggling 
with his sexuality and took his life 
after consensual sex with a man.

EARLIER this month, new 
coercive control legislation 
came into force amid great 
fanfare. 

In two decades of covering the 
subject of domestic abuse, I have 
learned to temper my hopes of 
“flagship” legislation bringing forth 
anew dawn. 

It is tough enough to get justice 
for victims of a physical assault 
by their partner, never mind the 
far more nuanced crime of 
psychological abuse. 

If laws are not used effectively in 
practice, we are left with only spin 
and virtue signalling. 

In many corners of our system, 
violence perpetrated by a partner 
is still considered “just a domestic’. 

A few years ago, when I was 
stalked by a man I had dated 
briefly, those words were said to 
me by a PC Plod. 

This was after the sometimes 
100 calls in a night and unwanted 
appearances at my door of a man 
who had caught three flights to 
reach me. 

There were gifts left on my 
doorstep, emails and social media 
messages and slowly a sense of 
vulnerability wormed its way in to 
my head. 

PC Plod was most perturbed 
that, as a journalist, my case would 
be “red flagged”, otherwise, “we 
could have filed this under just a 
domestic’. 

The man was arrested but if that 
was how they dealt with a 
journalist used to navigating the 
system, how was some young 
vulnerable, powerless woman in a 
scheme faring? 

Today, we carry the story of 


Paula McNeill and Amy Clarke, 
women who have spoken out to 
give voice to the many victims 
who cannot use theirs. 

Paula has officially complained 
to police, claiming officers asked 
her to come and collect her 
alleged attacker, David Kerr, from 
the cells, hours after she claims he 
had assaulted her. 

They arrested him at the hotel, 
after it was claimed he smashed 








up a room and — when asked over 
the phone by an officer if she had 
been assaulted — she denied it, 
which the policeman accepted. 

She claims her head had 
actually been struck and she had 
been dragged by the hair along a 
corridor, with the bruises there if 
they had bothered to look. 

Hotel staff saw her injuries and 
they were logged when she 
attended accident and emergency,

yet her boyfriend was allowed out 
after only a few hours, with no 
restrictions and free to assault her 
twice in the following month.

Yet no one questioned that 
claim and, when she found out, it 
was too late to contradict the 
statement. 

In effect, she had been used to 
uphold his character when he is a 
man who tried to strangle her and 
almost destroyed het life. 

Surely when such statements 
are made in court, their veracity 
should be checked and double 
checked? 

It can take women dozens of 
attempts before they leave their 
abuser and many years until they 
are free from the psychological 
leash. 

Until then, she will have walked 
into doors, defending her abuser, 
while convinced she really is 
worthless and at fault. 

According to the Scottish 
Government and Police 
Scotland, officers are trained to 
understand the complexities and 
psychological impact of domestic 
abuse. 

Sometimes women just need a 
couple of days of breathing space 
for the mist to lift enough to break 
free or they need the gentle 
assurance of an officer on the 
ground who may be the one 
person to start her on the road to 
freedom. 

I fear that it will take much 
more training and a dramatic shift 
in culture before attitudes change 
and the laws on domestic abuse 
fulfill their potential.

Victim refused to serve drunken yob

A MOTHER of two who glassed a 
barmaid in the face has been jailed 
for 14 months. 

Paula Mitchell, 31, attacked Tracy 
Grady, 45, after she was refused service 
at the Anchor Bar in Paisley for being 
too drunk. 

When police arrived and arrested the 
yob, she lashed out and kicked PC Kieran 
Foster in the groin. 

Jailing Mitchell, Sheriff Frances 
McCartney told her: “This is a very serious 
crime and has had a profound impact on 
your victim. 

“The law is clear — assault with a glass 
attracts a custodial sentence in all but 
the most extreme of circumstances. 

Tracy told the trial at Paisley Sheriff 
Court she lost five teeth after Mitchell 
“drove” a pint glass into her mouth. 

She said: “My lips were cut - top and 
bottom. The bones were all broken in my 
gums because of the force of the glass. 

The victim had emergency treatment 
at Glasgow Dental Hospital, followed by 
near-weekly visits to her own dentist for 
another nine months. 

Tracy said the attack on November 4, 
2017, “affected me in all sorts of ways’. 

She explained: “I’m a paranoid wreck 
when I'm out in public. 

“It has affected me financially because 
I've not been able to go back to work. I

Mitchell denied attacking the barmaid 
but the jury found her guilty of assault. 

Gordon Ritchie, defending, asked for 
his client to be spared a jail term and be 
sentenced to community service instead. 

He said: “If she was sent to custody, 
it would be a punishment for her. But 
it would be a great punishment to her 
children. 

“They are and should be considered 
innocent victims. They have done no 
wrong. 

He added his client had moved to 
County Durham to escape “various 
negative peer pressures .

While Khan's career has 
tapered off in recent years, 
Crawford’s has gone 
supersonic since he won his 
first world title against Ricky 
Burns in Glasgow in 2014. 

“Of course, he could have 
achieved more, his ability is 
insane, said Hunter. “What he 
was gifted with, you take that 
and max it out. But I think he 


had too much, too soon. You 
dont think you have to work 
any more. You think youve 
arrived when you havent. 

“Your promoter can get 
you to the title, he can get 
you to the belt. If you put 
bums on seats, they will 
manipulate the governing 
bodies to get you there. 

“I think once he got there, I 
dont know the full story but 
his approach was he thought 
hed arrived. 

“He had people in his ear 
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telling him how great he 
was. He had some great 
performances like Paul 
Malignaggi and Zab Judah. 

“They were all illusions and 
they stopped him thinking he 
wasnt good enough yet and 
stopped him looking ahead. 

“In this sport you have to 
keep looking ahead. That's the 
whole key: 

Hunter feels Khans brutal 
KO by Saul ‘Canelo Alvarez in 
May 2016 was a shattering 
blow, not just for his body, but 
for his career. 

Khan, 32, lost two years out 
of the ring as he battled a hand 
injury, which nearly forced 
him to quit, and Hunter says 


he should have ignored Canelo 
and accepted the offers for 
world title fights. 

“I think if the decision had 
not been made to make the 
Canelo fight things might have 
been different, said the 
American cornerman. 

“He had the option of other 
fights, I think Danny Garcia 
was champion, Keith 
Thurman was champion. 

“He had the opportunity to 
compete with these people. 
Instead they took the Canelo 
fight, which I was totally 
against, and that was a major 
setback. 

“It broke my heart to see 
him lying there and it didnt

VIRGIL HUNTER watched 
Amir Khan walk into the 
gym alone, carrying his 
bag, and smiled to himself. 

It may look no big deal 
but for Hunter it tells him 
everything he needs to 
know about Khan's mindset 
as he prepares to challenge 
the unbeaten Terence 
Crawford on Saturday. 

It shows him Khan is 
serious and focused on the 
huge task in Madison 
Square Garden. Gone 
are Khan's pals, family 
and hangers-on, who 
used to ferry him to and 
from training. 

“He used to come with 
friends and have 
distractions but now he's 
coming to the gym by 
himself, carrying his own 
bag,” said Hunter.

He says self-reliance is 
important because no one 
can help him in the ring.

“There 
are Olympic and world 
champions in our gym, 
walking in and out every 
day but we have to be 
very humble. 

“Sometimes when you 
have a big team, you start 
relying on people. But 
when you go in the ring 
you're on your own.” 

Khan, 32, feels more 
grounded as he approaches 
the end of his career and 
admits becoming a 
millionaire when he turned 
professional at 18 made 
him ‘cocky’. 

“I've seen a big change 
in my attitude,” he said.

Time's running out to

Fans flocked in their 
droves to snap up 
season books and back 
the Liverpool legend. 

On the pitch, Gerrard 
got things moving in the 
right direction for King 
as he beat Celtic at Ibrox 
in December to move 
them level on points, 
albeit temporarily.

When Bowie announced that 
Rangers customary ticket 
allocation will be sliced in half 
to just 4,000 for the final game 
of the season at Rugby Park, he 
applied some sugar coating by 
adding that this particular day 
is to be a celebration of the 
clubs 150th year.

DAVE KING has been accused of swallowing 
a dictionary while feeding Rangers fans clap- 
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are intimidated when the Old 
Firm sides come to Rugby Park. 

“So weve decided what we 
want is to create an environment 
for them on match days where 
they feel absolutely safe. We 
want them to feel comfortable 
bringing their families to any 
Kilmarnock game and that has 
not always been the case. 

“After the last game against 
one of the Old Firm, we realised 
this was something we had to 
discuss. We have had a lot of 
talks about it and this is the way 
we have decided to handle 
things going forward. 

“We are creating a fan zone 
behind the Moffat Stand with 
a nine-a-side football pitch 
and we want Kilmarnock 
supporters and their families 
to come along and enjoy the 
whole matchday experience. 

“We wont be able to do that 
if we are giving that stand away 
to visiting supporters. So this is 
the decision we have made. We 
want to celebrate what our own 
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club has achieved on the last 
day of the season but this is 
the model we plan to use 
going forward. 

Theres much to be admired 
in what Bowie and Kilmarnock 
are doing here, at a time when 
Scottish football feels like it has 
already gone to the dogs.
